STATISTICS  OF  FARMS,  HOMES,  AND  MORTGAGES. 

OWNERSHIP  AND  DEBT  IN   MAINE.

Sir: 

Maine,  one  of  the  older  states  of  the  union,  has  been  selected  for  the  presentation  in  this  bulletin  of  some  of  the 
results  of  the  investigation  of  farm  and  home  proprietorship  and  of  the  indebtedness  incumbering  farms  and  homes 
that  are  occupied  by  owners.  This  is  primarily  an  investigation  of  farm  and  home  proprietorship,  and  not  of 
indebtedness,  the  latter  being  made  a  part  of  the  inquiry  for  the  purpose  of  determining  to  what  extent  the 
ownership  of  farms  and  homes  is  qualified  by  incumbrance. 

The  150,355  families  in  Maine  are  divided  by  the  Census  Office  into  62,122  families  occupying  farms  and  88,233 
families  occupying  homes  that  are  not  situated  on  farms. 

In  summarizing  the  leading  results  of  the  investigation,  the  conclusions  are  that  92.38  per  cent  of  the  farm 
families  own  and  7.62  per  cent  hire  the  farms  they  occupy ;  that  77.91  per  cent  of  the  farm  owning  families  own 
free  of  incumbrance  and  22.09  per  cent  own  subject  to  incumbrance ;  that  71.97  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
farm  owning  and  hiring  families  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  20.41  per  cent  own  subject  to  incumbrance.  The 
debt  that  incumbers  farms  occupied  by  owners  is  $6,741,922,  or  36.68  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  incumbered 
farms.  This  debt  bears  an  average  rate  of  interest  of  6.26  per  cent,  which  makes  an  average  annual  interest 
charge  of  $33  to  each  farm  family.  The  average  incumbered  farm  occupied  by  an  owning  family  is  worth  $1,449, 
and  is  subject,  on  the  average,  to  a  debt  of  $532.  It  has  been  discovered  that  79.71  per  cent  of  the  farm  families 
incurred  82.18  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  to  secure  purchase  money,  to  pay  for  improvements,  to  invest  in  business, 
and  to  buy  various  articles  of  personal  property,  when  these  objects  are  not  associated  with  others. 

In  a  summary  of  conclusions  in  regard  to  homes,  home  families,  and  home  debt  for  Maine,  it  may  be  stated 
that  48.02  per  cent  of  the  home  families  own  and  51.98  per  cent  hire  the  homes  they  occupy;  that  78.66  per  cent 
of  the  home  owning  families  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  21.34  per  cent  with  incumbrance,  and  that  37.77  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  home  owning  and  hiring  families  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  10.25  per  cent  with 
incumbrance.  A  debt  of  $6,160,766  incumbers  homes  occupied  by  owners,  and  this  is  37.24  per  cent  of  their  value. 
The  average  rate  of  interest  on  this  debt  is  6.06  per  cent,  and  consequently  the  average  annual  interest  charge  to 
each  family  occupying  and  owning  an  incumbered  home  is  $41.  The  average  incumbered  home  occupied  by  an 
owning  family  is  worth  $1,830  and  is  incumbered  for  $681.  Of  the  families  occupying  and  owning  incumbered 
homes  83.96  per  cent  incurred  88.32  per  cent  of  the  debt  to  secure  purchase  money,  to  pay  for  improvements,  to 
invest  in  business,  and  to  buy  various  articles  of  personal  property,  when  these  objects  are  not  associated  with 
others. 

There  are  8  cities  in  the  state  having  a  population  of  from  8,174,  in  Rockland,  to  36,425,  in  Portland.  These 
cities  are:  Auburn,  Augusta,  Bangor,  Bath,  Biddeford,  Lewiston,  Portland,  and  Rockland.  Iu  these  cities  36,23 
per  cent  of  the  home  families  own  and  63.77  per  cent  hire  the  homes  that  they  occupy ;  81.73  per  cent  of  the  total 
owning  families  own  their  homes  free  of  incumbrance  and  18.27  per  cent  subject  to  incumbrance,  and  29.61  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  home  owning  and  hiring  families  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  6.62  per  cent  own 
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homes  that  are  incumbered.  The  incumbrance  on  the  homes  in  these  cities  bears  a  slightly  greater  ratio  to  the 
value  of  those  that  are  incumbered  than  is  the  case  with  the  homes  and  farms  of  the  state,  the  ratio  for  city  homes 
being  39.35  per  cent.  The  average  rate  of  interest  on  incumbered  city  homes  is  5.92  per  cent,  which  is  below  the 
average  rate  borne  by  the  farms  and  homes  of  the  state,  and  the  average  annual  interest  charge  to  each  family 
occupying  and  owning  an  incumbered  home  in  these  8  cities  is  $65.  The  average  city  home  owned  and  incumbered 
is  worth  $2,812,  and  the  average  incumbrance  thereon  is  $1,106. 

Stated  in  the  most  concise  way,  the  facts  which  were  the  chief  objects  of  this  investigation  are  that  in  every  100 
farms,  on  the  average,  8  are  hired,  20  are  owned  under  incumbrance,  and  72  are  owned  without  incumbrance  ;  that 
in  every  100  homes,  on  the  average,  52  are  hired,  10  are  owned  under  incumbrance,  and  38  are  owned  without 
incumbrance,  and  that  in  the  8  cities  previously  mentioned,  in  every  100  homes,  on  the  average,  64  are  hired,  7  are 
owned  with  incumbrance,  and  29  are  owned  without  incumbrance.

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OWNERSHIP  AND   DEBT  IN   MAINE.

In  the  statistics  of  farm  and  home  ownership  and  indebtedness  herewith  presented  for  Maine  each  family  in 
that  state  June  1,  1890,  is  accounted  for  as  occupying  a  farm,  or  if  not  a  farm,  then  a  home  not  on  a  farm.  The 
farm  families  and  the  home  families  are  subdivided  into  3  classes,  families  occupying  farms  or  homes  owned  by 
one  of  their  members  with  incumbrance  thereon,  and  without  incumbrance,  and  tenant  families.  It  was  one  of  the 
objects  of  the  investigation  to  discover  how  far  incumbrance  is  a  qualification  of  ownership,  and  hence  no  account 
is  taken  of  the  incumbrance  on  hired  farms  and  homes,  nor  of  the  value  thereof,  n'or  of  the  value  of  farms  and  homes 
that  are  free  of  incumbrance.  Therefore  it  is  not  made  known  whether  hired  farms  and  homes  are  less  or  more 
valuable  than  those  that  are  owned,  nor  whether  farms  and  homes  occupied  by  owners  free  of  incumbrance  are  less 
or  more  valuable  than  those  that  are  occupied  by  owners  subject  to  incumbrance.  In  these  statistics  a  home  worth 
$25,000,  for  instance,  may  appear  as  incumbered  to  the  extent  of  any  percentage  of  its  value,  and  a  home  worth 
$300  may  appear  unvalued  and  as  free  of  incumbrance,  while  a  home  worth  $2,000  may  be  unvalued  and  classified 
as  hired  by  the  occupying  family.  A  costly  home  may  be  free  of  incumbrance  and  the  hovel  subject  to  incumbrance, 
or  the  reverse  may  he  true. 

Habitation  proprietorship. — The  habitations  of  the  150,355  families  of  this  state  include  the  2  classes,  farms 
and  homes  ;  99,761  families,  or  66.35  per  cent  of  the  total  number,  own  their  habitations,  and  50,594  families,  or 
■33.65  per  cent,  hire  their  habitations ;  78,040  families,  or  78.23  per  cent  of  the  total  owning  families,  own  their 
habitations  free  of  incumbrance,  and  21,721  families,  or  21.77  per  cent,  subject  to  incumbrance.  Of  the  total  owning 
and  hiring  families,  51.90  per  cent  own  their  habitations  free  of  incumbrance  and  14.45  with  incumbrance. 

Farm  proprietorship. — There  are  150,355  families  in  Maine,  of  which  62,122  occupy  farms  and  S8,233  occupy 
homes.  Of  the  total  farm  families,  57,391,  or  92.38  per  cent,  own  and  4,731,  or  7.62  per  cent,  hire  the  farms  that 
they  occupy ;  and  of  the  total  owning  families,  44,712,  or  77.91  per  cent,  own  free  of  incumbrance,  and  12,679,  or 
22.09  per  cent,  own  subject  to  incumbrance.  The  families  that  own  the  farms  that  they  occupy  free  of  incumbrance 
are  71.97  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farm  owning  and  hiring  families,  and  the  families  that  own  the  farms  that 
they  occupy  subject  to  incumbrance  are  20.41  per  cent  of  the  same  total.  County  variations  will  appear  on 
examination  of  Table  1.

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In  regard  to  farm  proprietorship,  the  farm  families  of  1890  can  be  compared  with  1880  only  in  respect  to  the 
number  of  farms  in  that  year,  since  the  number  of  farm  families  in  1880  is  not  known.  In  1880  the  number  of 
owned  farms  was  61,528,  the  understanding  being  in  this  case  and  in  all  others  where  ownership  is  mentioned  that 
it  is  confined  to  the  occupying  families.  These  farms  were  95.68  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farms.  In  1890 
there  are  57,391  farm  owning  families,  which  are  92.38  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farm  families.  The  number 
of  hired  farms  in  1880  was  2,781,  or  4.32  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  number  of  farm  hiring  families  in  1S90  is 
4,731,  or  7.62  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  corresponding  percentages  for  the  16  counties  of  the  state  are  exhibited  in 
the  preceding  table. 

Home  proprietorship. — In  the  classification  of  the  88,233  home  families  shown  in  Table  2,  42,370,  or  48.02  per 
cent,  own  and  45,863,  or  51.98  per  cent,  hire  the  homes  they  occupy ;  of  the  total  number  of  home  owning  families, 
33,328,  or  78.66  per  cent,  own  free  of  incumbrance,  and  9,042,  or  21.34  per  cent,  own  subject  to  incumbrance,  and  of 
the  total  number  of  home  owning  and  hiring  families  37.77  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  10.25  per  cent 
own  with  incumbrance. 

Similar  statistics  of  home  proprietorship  are  presented  in  Table  3  for  the  8  cities  of  the  state  having  a  population 
of  8,000  to  100,000  people,  these  limits  of  municipal  population  being  uniformly  adopted  for  this  table  for  all  states, 
although,  as  is  the  fact  in  this  state,  the  city  of  largest  population  may  have  many  less  than  100,000  people.  The 
8  cities  and  their  population  are:  Auburn,  11,250;  Augusta,  10,527;  Bangor,  19,103;  Bath,  8,723;  Biddeford, 
14,443;  Lewiston,  21,701 ;  Portland,  36,425 ;  Rockland,  8,174. 

In  these  cities  there  are  26,608  home  families,  of  which  9,641,  or  36.23  per  cent,  own  and  16,967,  or  63.77  per 
cent,  hire  the  homes  that  they  occupy.  The  families  owning  their  homes  free  of  incumbrance  number  7,880,  which 
is  81.73  per  cent  of  the  total  owning  families,  and  the  families  owning  with  incumbrance  number  1,761,  which  is 
18.27  per  cent  of  the  same  total.  Of  the  total  number  of  owning  and  hiring  families,  29.61  per  cent  own  free  of 
incumbrance  and  6.62  per  cent  own  subject  to  incumbrance.  The  largest  percentage  of  home  tenant  families,  74.90 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  home  families,  is  found  in  Lewiston ;  the  smallest  percentage  is  46.29,  in  Rockland, 
while  in  Portland,  the  largest  city  of  the  state,  the  percentage  is  70.50. 

Value  and  incumbrance. — The  value  of  the  farms  occupied  and  owned  subject  to  incumbrance  by  the  12,679 
families  is  $18,378,172,  the  accepted  valuation  being  made  by  the  owners,  and  the  amount  of  incumbrance  on  these 
farms  is  $6,741,922,  or  36.68  per  cent  of  the  value. 

The  incumbered  homes  occupied  and  owned  by  the  9,042  families  are  valued  at  $16,544,048,  and  the 
incumbrance  on  them  is  $6,160,766,  or  37.24  per  cent  of  the  value.  The  corresponding  facts  for  the  several  counties 
may  be  found  in  Table  4,  and  for  the  cities  in  Table  5. 

In  the  8  cities  the  value  of  the  incumbered  homes  occupied  and  owned  by  the  1,761  families  is  $4,951,059,  and 
the  incumbrance  thereon  amounts  to  $1,948,314,  or  39.35  per  cent  of  the  value. 

Classification  of  amounts  of  value  and  incumbrance. — In  Table  6  may  be  found  a  state  classification  of 
the  values  of  incumbered  farms  and  homes  occupied  by  owners,  of  the  incumbrances  thereon,  and  of  the  number 
of  families  belonging  to  each  class  of  values  and  incumbrances,  and  in  Table  7  may  be  found  a  similar  classification 
for  homes  in  the  8  cities  of  the  state  having  a  population  of  8,000  to  100,000  people.  In  the  following  table  the 
classes  are  represented  partly  in  various  combinations  by  percentages :

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In  the  foregoing  table  it  appears  that  46.82  per  cent  of  the  number  of  the  families  occupying  and  owning  the 
incumbered  farms  of  the  state  are  included  in  the  class  of  farms  worth  from  $1,000  to  $2,500,  and  that  46.40  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  these  farms  is  in  the  same  class;  that  11.69  per  cent  of  the  families  are  in  the  class  of  $2,500 
to  $5,000,  and  that  24.74  per  cent  of  the  value  is  in  this  class ;  that  39.06  per  cent  of  the  families  are  in  the  class 
of  farms  worth  less  than  $1,000,  and  that  16.16  per  cent  of  the  value  is  in  this  class;  that  9.74  per  cent  of  the 
families  are  in  the  class  of  farms  worth  less  than  $500,  and  that  2.20  per  cent  of  the  value  is  in  the  same  class,  and 
that  2.43  per  cent  of  the  families  are  in  the  class  of  farms  worth  $5,000  and  over,  and  that  the  value  of  farms  in 
this  class  is  12.70  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  owned  and  incumbered  farms. 

Farm  incumbrances  mass  themselves  in  the  lower  classes ;  86.58  per  cent  of  the  number  of  families  occupying 
and  owning  incumbered  farms  have  incumbrances  of  less  than  $1,000  each,  and  the  amount  of  these  incumbrances 
is  59.79  per  cent  of  the  total ;  59.90  per  cent  of  the  families  have  incumbrances  of  less  than  $500  each,  and  they 
amount  to  27.21  per  cent  of  the  total  incumbrance ;  0.20  of  1  per  cent  of  the  families  have  incumbrances  of  $5,000 
and  over,  and  the  amount  of  this  class  of  incumbrances  is  3.57  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  corresponding  percentages 
for  home  families,  values,  and  incumbrances  of  the  state  are  not  much  different  from  the  percentages  mentioned  for 
farms,  but  the  differences  are  much  greater  in  the  8  cities,  the  values  of  the  city  homes  being  found  in  higher 
classes,  and  also  the  incumbrances.  For  the  particulars,  it  is  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  direct  attention  to  the 
preceding  table. 

Average  values  and  incumbrances. — In  Table  10  it  is  shown  that  the  average  value  of  each  family's  farm 
holding,  owned  and  incumbered,  for  the  state  is  $1,449 ;  the  highest  average  is  $2,027,  in  York  county,  the  lowest  is 
$899,  in  Washington  county,  both  counties  being  situated  on  the  coast,  but  York  county  being  much  more  prominent 
in  manufactures  than  the  other. 

Each  family's  average  home  holding,  owned  and  incumbered,  is  worth  $1,830  ;  the  highest  average  home  value 
is  $2,715,  in  Cumberland  county,  containing  Portland,  the  largest  city  in  the  state,  and  the  smallest  is  $1,238,  in 
Washington  county,  adjoining  New  Brunswick. 

The  average  farm  incumbrance  for  the  state  is  $532,  home  incumbrance  $681.  In  the  8  cities  the  average 
value  of  each  owned  and  incumbered  home  is  $2,812,  and  the  average  incumbrance  thereon  is  $1,106.  The  highest 
amounts  are  found  in  Portland.  The  figures  for  the  cities  are  exhibited  in  Table  11.  The  county  variations  in  the 
average  amount  of  farm  and  home  incumbrances  bear  an  intimate  relationship  to  the  variations  in  the  average 
amount  of  farm  and  home  values,  as  may  be  observed  upon  inspection  of  Tables  4,  5,  10,  and  11. 

Interest  rates. — In  this  state  by  far  the  principal  proportion  of  the  families  occupying  and  owning  incumbered 
farms  and  homes  pay  interest  at  6  per  cent  on  the  incumbrances.  The  detail  of  facts  is  presented  in  Table  8  in  a 
total  for  the  state,  and  in  Table  9  in  a  total  for  the  8  cities.  For  a  more  concise  understanding  of  these  tables 
reference  may  be  made  to  the  percentages  in  the  table  that  follows :

Of  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  owned  and  incumbered  farms,  66.74  per  cent  are  under  obligation 
to  pay  interest  at  6  per  cent  on  the  incumbrances,  and  the  amount  of  these  incumbrances  is  68.56  per  cent  of  the 
total  amount ;  in  the  class  of  rates  from  6  to  8  per  cent,  inclusive,  are  found  84.08  per  cent  of  the  number  of 
families  and  84.12  per  cent  of  the  farm  incumbrance  ;  in  the  class  of  rates  that  are  over  10  per  cent  the  number  of 
families  is  1.41  per  cent  of  the  total  number  and  the  amount  of  incumbrance  is  0.76  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total

incumbrance,  and  in  the  class  of  rates  that  are  under  6  per  cent  the  number  of  families  is  6.98  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  and  the  amount  of  incumbrance  is  10.18  per  cent  of  the  total  incumbrance. 

The  percentages  for  the  occupying  and  owning  home  families  and  for  their  home  incumbrances  in  the  state  are 
general  ly  about  the  same  as  those  for  farm  families  and  farm  incumbrances,  and  the  percentages  for  the  8  cities 
differ  only  as  indicating  slightly  lower  rates  of  interest. 

Interest  charge  and  average  rates  of  interest. — Table  10  contains  a  statement  of  the  interest  charge  on 
the  farms  and  homes  of  Maine  that  are  occupied  by  owners  and  incumbered,  and  Table  11  contains  the  corresponding 
facts  for  the  owned  and  incumbered  homes  in  the  8  cities.  The  total  interest  charge  for  one  year  on  the  farms 
of  the  state  is  $422,116  ;  on  the  homes,  $373,525  ;  total,  $795,641.  The  average  interest  charge  for  one  year  on  each 
farm  is  $33  ;  on  each  home  in  the  state,  $41  ;  on  each  home  in  the  cities,  $65.  Contrary  to  the  practice  in  the  west, 
farm  loans  in  Maine  draw  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  home  loans,  the  average  rate  on  farm  loans  in  this  state 
being  6.26  per  cent  and  on  home  loans  6.06  per  cent,  while  in  the  cities  the  average  rate  on  home  loans  is  5.92 
per  cent.     Reference  may  be  made  to  Tables  10  and  11  for  county  and  city  details. 

The  figures  are  at  hand  by  which  to  compute  the  average  annual  interest  value  of  each  owned  and  incumbered 
farm  and  home  in  this  state,  each  farm  being  worth  $1,449,  on  the  average,  each  home  in  the  state  $1,830,  and 
each  home  in  the  cities  $2,812,  and,  the  average  rates  of  interest  being  as  above  mentioned,  the  average  annual 
interest  value  of  each  farm  is  $91,  of  each  home  in  the  state  $111,  and  of  each  home  in  the  cities  $166. 

Objects  of  indebtedness. — Of  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  owned  and  incumbered  farms,  62.85  per 
cent  incumbered  their  farms  to  secure  all  or  a  portion  of  the  purchase  price  of  real  estate,  when  this  object  was  not 
associated  with  any  other  object,  and  this  debt  is  64.79  per  cent  of  the  total  farm  debt.  The  objects  of  purchase 
and  improvements,  uncombined  with  any  other  objects,  include  73.08  per  cent  of  the  families  occupying  owned 
and  incumbered  farms  and  75.12  per  cent  of  the  farm  incumbrance,  and  the  objects  of  real  estate  purchase  and 
improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  various  articles  of  personal  property,  when  not  combined  with  other 
objects,  include  79.71  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  these  farm  families  and  82.18  per  cent  of  the  farm  incumbrance. 
Farm  and  family  expenses,  standing  alone,  are  represented  by  10.33  per  cent  of  the  number  of  farm  families  and 
by  6.38  per  cent  of  the  total  farm  incumbrance. 

A  smaller  proportion  is  due  to  purchase  and  a  larger  proportion  to  improvements  in  the  case  of  homes  than  in 
the  case  of  farms.  Of  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  owned  and  incumbered  homes,  48.67  per  cent 
incumbered  their  homes  to  secure  all  or  a  portion  of  the  purchase  price  of  real  estate,  when  this  object  was  not 
associated  with  any  other  object,  and  this  debt  is  46.56  per  cent  of  the  total  home  debt.  Real  estate  purchase  and 
improvements,  uncombined  with  anj'  other  object,  are  represented  by  75.31  per  cent  of  the  families  occupying  owned 
and  incumbered  homes  and  by  75.15  per  cent  of  the  home  debt,  while  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the 
purchase  of  various  articles  of  personal  property,  when  not  associated  with  any  other  object,  are  represented  by 
83.96  per  cent  of  these  families  and  by  88.32  per  cent  of  the  home  debt.  Family  expenses,  standing  alone,  are 
represented  by  8.87  per  cent  of  the  number  of  home  families  and  by  3.55  per  cent  of  the  total  home  incumbrance. 

The  percentages  for  the  families  occupying  owned  and  incumbered  homes  and  for  the  incumbrance  thereon  in 
the  8  cities  are  as  follows:  Purchase — number  of  families,  46.79  per  cent ;  incumbrance,  48.80  per  cent.  Purchase 
and  improvements — number  of  families,  77.12  per  cent ;  incumbrance,  76.57  per  cent.  Purchase,  improvements, 
business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property — number  of  families,  85.92  per  cent;  incumbrance,  89.33  per  cent. 
Family  expenses — number  of  families,  7.38  per  cent ;  incumbrance,  2.90  per  cent. 

The  act  of  Congress  under  which  this  investigation  has  been  conducted  does  not  require  the  Census  Office  to 
ascertain  whether  any  member  of  a  family  occupying  a  hired  farm  or  home  owns  a  farm  or  home  occupied  by 
another  family,  nor  to  ascertain  whether  any  member  of  such  a  family  is  worth  enough  property  to  buy  a  farm  or 
home,  nor  whether  all  of  the  members  taken  together  are  worth  enough  to  do  so.  As  an  investigation  of  wealth 
it  is  confined  to  farms  and  homes,  and  in  their  valuation  it  is  confined  to  the  valuation  of  those  that  are  occupied 
by  owners  and  incumbered.  N"o  inquiry  has  been  made  as  to  why  tenant  families  do  not  own  the  farms  and  homes 
that  they  occupy,  so  that,  in  the  interpretation  of  these  statistics,  it  may  be  proper  to  consider  whether  farm  and 
home  owning  is  undesirable  under  existing  circumstances,  as  well  as  whether  it  is  impossible  because  of  poverty. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  classification  of  farms  and  homes  required  by  the  law,  and  perhaps  this  may  be 
better  understood  by  the  following  arrangement :

MORTGAGES  IN  MISSOURI.

Sir: 

Statistics  for  one  of  the  great  mortgage  states  of  the  west  (Missouri)  are  presented  in  this  bulletin.  During  the 
10  years,  1880-1889,  4-18,085  real  estate  mortgages  were  made  in  this  state,  representing  an  incurred  indebtedness 
of  $537,027,754.  The  debt  remaining  in  force  January  1,  1890,  is  $214,609,772,  secured  by  192,028  mortgages,  and 
of  this  debt  $101,718,625  incumbers  10,159,021  acres  and  $112,891,147  incumbers  155,441  lots.  In  4  counties 
where  special  inquiry  was  made  it  was  ascertained  that  70.82  per  cent  of  the  face  of  the  existing  mortgages  is  a 
debt  incurred  for  real  estate  purchase  and  improvements  when  not  associated  with  other  objects,  and  the  percentage 
would  be  somewhat  higher  if  the  debt  incurred  for  these  objects  could  be  separated  from  the  debt  incurred  for  other 
objects  with  which  they  are  often  associated. 

One  of  the  most  striking  results  of  the  investigation  is  gained  by  a  comparison  of  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  city. 
The  latter  can  not  be  separated  from  the  remainder  of  Jackson  county,  in  which  it  is  situated,  but,  nevertheless,  the 
comparison  is  not  materially  impaired  because  it  must  be  made  between  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county.  The 
per  capita  mortgage  debt  of  St.  Louis  city  is  $91,  of  Jackson  county  $445.  The  mortgage  debt  of  St.  Louis  city 
is  11.71  per  cent  of  the  estimated  true  value  of  the  taxed  real  estate  of  the  city,  in  Jackson  county  34. 9S  per  cent. 
St.  Louis  city  has  a  population  of  451,770,  an  increase  of  28.89  per  cent  in  10  years;  Kansas  city  a  population  of 
132,716,  an  increase  of  137.91  per  cent,  and  Jackson  county  a  population  of  160,510,  an  increase  of  94.97  per  cent. 
St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county  have  52.47  per  cent  of  the  existing  mortgage  debt  of  the  state  and  22.85  per  cent 
of  the  state's  population. 

In  the  ratio  between  the  debt  in  force  against  acres  and  the  estimated  true  value  of  the  mortgaged  acres 
Missouri  compares  with  other  states  as  follows :

It  thus  appeal's  that  while  Missouri  leads  these  7  states  in  the  high  proportion  of  the  value  of  the  mortgaged 
acres  represented  by  the  debt  that  incumbers  them,  it  has  a  smaller  proportion  of  mortgaged  acres  than  any  of  the 
other  4  western  states,  a  smaller  per  capita  real  estate  mortgage  debt  than  these  4  states,  a  lower  rate  of  interest 
than  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  and  a  higher  rate  than  Illinois  and  Iowa.

MORTGAGES  IN  MISSOURI.

THE  EEAL  ESTATE  MORTGAGES  OF  10  YEARS. 

Missouri  is  one  of  the  larger  states  of  the  union,  with  a  land  area  of  68,735  square  miles  and  a  population  of 
2,679,184.  Within  its  borders  is  St.  Louis,  the  largest  city  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  the  place  of  one  of  the 
earlier  settlements.  Kansas  city,  in  the  newer  part  of  the  state,  is  one  of  the  young  cities  of  the  country,  and  both 
of  these  cities  have  contributed  enormously  to  the  real  estate  mortgages  of  the  state. 

Table  1  shows  that  during  the  decade  ending  December  31,  1889,  the  real  estate  mortgages  made  in  this  state 
and  mentioning  the  amount  of  debt  secured  numbered  488,085,  and  represented  an  incurred  debt  of  $537,027,754. 
The  amount  of  this  debt  incurred  in  1880  was  §24,142,939,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  falling  off  from  1S83 
to  1884,  the  amount  of  debt  incurred  each  year  exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  year  to  1887,  when  the  amount  rose 
to  $92,599,697.  The  amount  in  1888  dropped  to  $66,664,949,  but  in  1889  rose  to  $80,915,743  ;  so  that  the  year  1887 
marks  the  climax  of  the  mortgage  movement  with  the  marked  decline  in  1888  and  a  decided  upward  tendency 
again  in  1889.  In  this  respect  Missouri  is  like  Nebraska  and  Tennessee.  Kansas  and  Alabama  also  had  each  a 
mortgage  climax  in  1887,  but,  unlike  the  other  states  named,  show  a  continuous  decline  in  the  mortgage  movement 
from  that  year  to  1889.  A  generally  upward  movement  to  1S89  is  found  in  Illinois  and  Iowa.  The  284  mortgages 
made  in  Missouri,  not  stating  the  amount  of  debt  secured  by  them,  are  not  included  in  any  totals  but  their  own, 
except  in  the  number  of  acres  and  lots  shown  in  Table  1,  and  except  when  otherwise  mentioned. 

Variations  from  year  to  year  in  the  number  of  mortgages  made  correspond  closely  to  the  variations  in  the 
amount  of  debt.  In  1880  31,717  mortgages  stating  amount  of  debt  were  made,  66,295  mortgages  in  1887,  and 
62,103  in  1889.  The  number  of  mortgages  made  in  1889  gained  95.80  per  cent  upon  those  made  in  1880,  the 
amount  of  debt  incurred  235.15  per  cent.  During  the  10  years  preceding  June  1,  1890,  the  population  of  the  state 
increased  23.56  per  cent.  There  are  no  statistics  with  which  to  compute  the  ratio  of  increase  in  the  value  of  real 
estate. 

Mortgages  on  acres. — A  debt  of  $239,801,580  was  placed  on  acre  tracts  during  the  10  years,  or  44.65  per  cent 
of  the  total  for  acre  tracts  and  lots,  and  this  amount  was  represented  by  263,787  mortgages,  or  54.05  per  cent  of  the 
total  number.  In  the  annual  movement  of  mortgages  on  acres  Missouri  is  similar  to  Iowa.  On  the  acre  tracts  of 
the  former  state  a  debt  of  $13,429,369  was  placed  in  1880;  the  amount  increased  to  $24,874,629  in  1883.  There  was 
a  decline  from  the  amount  of  1883  in  1884  and  1885,  and  then  an  upward  tendency  to  $34,875,489  in  1887,  which 
was  the  largest  annual  amount  of  the  decade.  In  1889  the  amount  was  $27,748,130.  The  acre  mortgages 
numbered  21,611  in  1880,  rose  to  2S,825  in  1886,  the  highest  point  of  the  decade,  and  were  28,794  in  1889.  The 
increase  in  the  amount  of  debt  on  acres  incurred  in  1889  was  106.62  per  cent  over  the  amount  of  1880,  in  number 
of  mortgages  on  acres  33.24  per  cent. 

Mortgages  on  lots. — Of  the  total  amount  of  real  estate  mortgage  debt  incurred  during  the  10  years 
$297,226,174,  or  55.35  per  cent,  incumbered  lots.  The  amount  incurred  in  1880  was  $10,713,570.  In  1887  it  was 
$57,724,208,  which  was  the  largest  annual  amount,  and,  after  falling  to  $41,821,484  in  1888,  the  annual  amount  rose 
again  to  $53,167,613  in  1889.  In  1880  10,106  lot  mortgages  were  made.  In  1887  the  number  was  38,583,  and  in 
1889  it  was  33,309.  The  gain  in  number  of  mortgages  in  1889  over  those  of  1880  was  229.60  per  cent,  in  amount  of 
incurred  debt  396.26  per  cent. 

Number  of  acres  and  lots  covered. — During  the  10  years  26,193,263  acres  were  incumbered  by  263,968 
mortgages  stating  and  not  stating  amount  of  debt.  In  1880  the  number  of  acres  incumbered  was  2,033,310 ;  in  18S9 
the  number  was  2,793,591,  and  the  highest  number  was  2,952,388  in  1883.  Increase  of  1889  over  1880  37.39  per 
cent.  Lots  to  the  number  of  395,490  were  incumbered  during  the  decade  by  224,401  mortgages  stating  and  not 
stating  amount  of  debt;  18,736  in  1880;  57,208  in  1889,  and  the  largest  yearly  number,  68,230,  in  1887.  Increase 
of  1889  over  1880  205.34  per  cent. 
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St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county. — St.  Louis,  the  fifth  city  of  the  union,  has  a  population  of  451,770, 
which  is  an  increase  of  28.89  per  cent  since  1880 ;  Kansas  city,  in  Jackson  county,  has  a  population  of  132,716,  an 
increase  of  137.91  per  cent  since  1880,  and  Jackson  county  has  a  population  of  160,510,  an  increase  of  94.97  per 
cent  since  1880.  These  cities  have  a  great  influence  upon  the  mortgage  statistics  of  Missouri,  and  have  largely 
determined  the  character  of  the  mortgage  movement  within  the  state. 

In  the  city  of  St.  Louis  there  was  an  almost  unbroken  increase  from  year  to  year  in  the  amount  of  mortgage 
debt  placed  on  lots  during  the  10  years.  The  amount  of  this  incurred  debt  in  1880  was  $5,922,026,  in  1889 
$18,688,495,  which  was  by  far  the  largest  annual  amount.  For  the  decade  the  total  was  $109,945,506,  represented 
by  42,164  mortgages,  incumbering  69,831  lots.  More  lots  were  incumbered  in  1889  than  in  any  other  year,  the 
number  being  11,092. 

In  Jackson  county  the  total  incurred  lot  debt  for  the  decade  was  $125,085,731.  There  was  an  annual  increase 
from  $1,890,566  in  1880  to  $7,926,313  in  1885,  then  a  marked  increase  to  $20,095,777  in  1886  and  to  $36,046,476  in 
1887.  In  1888  the  amount  fell  to  $20,109,905,  and  in  1889  increased  to  $24,087,224.  During  the  10  years  74,931  lot 
mortgages  were  made,  and  the  highest  number  in  any  one  year  was  20,489  in  1887.  During  the  whole  period 
121,38S  lots  were  incumbered;  in  1887  33,083  lots,  the  highest  annual  number.  The  details  for  St.  Louis  city  and 
Jackson  county  may  be  found  in  Table  1. 

The  real  estate  mortgage  debt  incurred  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  and  in  Jackson  county  during  the  10  years  was 
50.12  per  cent  of  the  total  incurred  in  the  state,  the  lot  debt  79.07  per  cent  of  the  total  lot  debt  incurred  in  the 
state. 

To  show  more  clearly  the  effect  of  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county  on  the  state  totals  Table  1  is  duplicated 
in  form  for  the  remainder  of  the  state  and  for  a  total  of  the  city  and  the  county  named,  as  follows :

Averages. — The  average  amount  of  each  mortgage  on  acres  made  in  the  state  during  the  decade  was 
St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county,  $5,362;  in  the  state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named,  $799.  Many  of  the 
acre  tracts  in  the  city  and  county  more  properly  belong  to  the  class  of  lots,  and  since  their  mortgaging  were,  no 
doubt,  subdivided  into  lots  in  many  cases,  but  it  is  impracticable  to  represent  these  acres  as  lots.  Each  mortgage 
placed  on  lots  in  the  state,  on  the  average,  was  for  a  debt  of  $1,325;  in  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county,  $2,007; 
in  the  state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named,  $580. 
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Each  mortgage  on  acres  covered  99  acres  on  the  average  in  the  state;  58  acres  in  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson 
county;  100  acres  in  the  state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named.  Mortgages  not  stating  amount  of  deht  are 
included  in  these  averages.  Each  mortgage  on  lots  covered  1.76  lots  on  the  average  in  the  state;  1.63  lots  in  St. 
Louis  city  and  Jackson  county,  1.90  lots  in  the  state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named.  A  debt  of  $9.16  was 
placed  on  each  mortgaged  acre  in  the  state  on  the  average;  $92.44  in  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county;  $7.97  in  the 
state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named.  A  debt  of  $752  was  placed  on  each  mortgaged  lot  in  the  state  on  the 
average;  $1,229  in  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county;  $305  in  the  state  outside  of  the  city  and  county  named. 

EXISTING  INDEBTEDNESS. 

Table  2  shows  that  the  existing  real  estate  mortgage  debt  of  Missouri  is  $214,609,772,  of  which  $101,718,625, 
or  47.40  per  cent,  is  on  acres,  and  $112,891,147,  or  52.60  per  cent,  is  on  lots.  Of  the  192,028  mortgages  in  force, 
103,161,  or  53.72  per  cent,  are  on  acres,  and  88,867,  or  46.28  per  cent,  are  on  lots.  Mortgages  in  force  cover 
10,159,021  acres  and  155,441  lots.  Mortgages  have  an  average  life  of  3.055  years;  on  acres  3.735  years,  on  lots 
2.693  years.  Partial  payments  are  6.49  per  cent  of  the  face  of  the  existing  mortgages  on  acres,  16.38  per  cent  on 
lots;  total,  11.97  per  cent. 

In  St.  Louis  city  the  existing  debt  is  $41,193,669,  in  Jackson  county  $71,406,968.  The  debt  of  this  city  and 
this  county  is  52.47  per  cent  of  the  mortgage  debt  of  the  state,  and  they  contain  22. S5  per  cent  of  the  state's 
population.     Some  derived  results  that  have  been  obtained  for  the  state  are  as  follows :

One  of  the  prominent  results  of  this  investigation  in  Missouri  is  the  conclusion  that  25.41  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  taxed  acres  in  the  state  are  mortgaged,  and  that  the  incumbrance  is  58.31  per  cent  of  the  estimated  true 
value  of  the  mortgaged  acres. 

The  influence  of  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county  on  the  results  for  the  state  appears  in  the  following 
statement  for  the  state,  not  including  the  city  and  county  named :

In  the  state  outside  of  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county  25.28  per  cent  of  the  number  of  taxed  acres  are 
mortgaged,  and  the  incumbrance  is  53.49  per  cent  of  the  estimated  true  value  of  the  mortgaged  acres. 

The  per  capita  existing  debt  of  the  state  is  $80,  of  the  state  outside  of  St.  Louis  city  and  Jackson  county  $49. 
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EATES  OF  INTEREST  AND  CLASSIFICATION  OF  AMOUNTS  OF  LOANS. 

It  is  shown  in  Table  3  that  8  per  cent  was  the  principal  rate  of  interest  in  this  state  during  the  10-year  period, 
the  amount  of  debt  incurred  at  this  rate  being  36.67  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  amount  of  debt  incurred  at  6  per 
cent  interest  was  24.67  per  cent  of  the  total ;  at  10  per  cent,  22.73  per  cent  of  the  total ;  under  6  per  cent,  2.46  per 
cent  of  the  total ;  6  to  8  per  cent,  inclusive,  71.77  per  cent  of  the  total ;  over  8  per  cent,  25.77  per  cent  of  the  total ; 
over  10  per  cent,  0.04  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total ;  over  12  per  cent,  0.005  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total.  During  the  entire 
10-year  period  the  highest  legal  rate  of  interest  was  10  per  cent,  except  that  in  1887  building  and  loan  associations 
were  exempt  from  the  usury  law.  The  debt  of  over  a  half  a  billion  dollars  incurred  in  this  state  during  the 
10-year  period  bore  72  different  rates  of  interest,  and,  besides  this,  $968,321  was  not  subject  to  any  interest.  The 
highest  rate  discovered  was  80  per  cent. 

The  number  of  mortgages  are  classified  according  to  their  amounts  in  Table  4.  During  the  10  years  4S.04  per 
cent  of  the  number  of  mortgages  were  made  for  amounts  less  than  $500,  23.07  per  cent  for  amounts  of  $500  and 
under  $1,000,  25.74  per  cent  for  amounts  of  $1,000  and  under  $5,000,  and  3.15  per  cent  for  amounts  of  $5,000  and 
over. 

SPECIAL  INVESTIGATIONS. 

In  Adair,  Bollinger,  Cass,  and  Mercer  counties  special  investigations  were  conducted,  the  character  of  which 
has  been  explained  at  length  in  Extra  Census  Bulletin  No.  3. 

Objects  of  indebtedness. — The  reasons  why  real  estate  mortgage  indebtedness  was  incurred  were  ascertained 
in  these  counties,  and  they  may  be  found  in  detail  in  Table  5.  In  summarizing  these  details  it  is  found  that  59.63 
per  cent  of  the  original  amount  of  tbe  existing  debt  (that  is,  without  deducting  partial  payments)  was  incurred  in 
Adair  county  to  secure  part  of  the  purchase  price  of  real  estate,  uncombined  with  other  objects,  65.89  per  cent  in 
Bollinger  county,  56.65  per  cent  in  Cass  county,  and  52.53  per  cent  in  Mercer  county. 

To  secure  purchase  money  and  to  make  real  estate  improvements,  when  not  associated  with  other  objects,  were 
the  reasons  why  77.75  per  cent  of  the  original  amount  of  the  existing  debt  was  incurred  in  Adair  county,  78.91 
per  cent  in  Bollinger  county,  69.13  per  cent  in  Cass  county,  and  66.23  per  cent  in  Mercer  county.  The  percentage 
for  real  estate  purchase  and  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  various  articles  of  personal  property,  when 
not  associated  with  other  objects,  is  88.33  in  Adair  county,  90.14  in  Bollinger  county,  88.74  in  Cass  county,  and 
90.53  in  Mercer  county.  The  percentage  for  farm  and  family  expenses,  standing  alone,  is  2.63  in  Adair  county,  3.27 
in  Bollinger  county,  2.91  in  Cass  county,  and  3.23  in  Mercer  county. 

Adair  county. — This  county  has  an  existing  debt  of  $762,319,  and  1,337  mortgages  in  force.  The  population 
being  17,417,  the  per  capita  indebtedness  is  $44,  and  there  are  13  persons,  on  the  average,  to  a  mortgage  in  force. 
Mortgages  cover  107,598  acres,  and  these  are  29.70  per  cent  of  the  taxed  acres ;  590  lots  are  mortgaged,  or  29.72  per 
cent  of  the  taxed  lots.  The  average  incumbrance  on  each  mortgaged  acre  is  $5.75,  on  each  mortgaged  lot  $244. 
There  are  103  acres,  on  the  average,  incumbered  by  each  mortgage  on  acres,  and  2  lots  by  each  mortgage  on  lots. 

Bollinger  county. — The  555  mortgages  in  force  represent  an  existing  debt  of  $116,011,  or  $9,  on  the  average, 
to  each  of  the  13,121  persons  in  the  count3r,  and  1  mortgage  to  24  persons.  The  50,760  acres  covered  by  mortgage 
are  14.56  per  cent  of  the  taxed  acres,  and  the  106  mortgaged  lots  are  15.45  per  cent  of  the  taxed  lots.  Each  mortgage 
on  acres  incumbers  100  acres  on  the  average,  and  each  mortgage  on  lots  incumbers  2.26  lots.  The  average  debt  to 
each  incumbered  acre  is  $2.04,  to  each  incumbered  lot  $118. 

Cass  county. — There  is  an  existing  debt  of  $1,907,826  in  this  county,  and  2,042  mortgages  are  in  force.  The 
population  is  23,301,  so  that  the  per  capita  debt  is  $S2,  and  there  are  11  persons,  on  the  average,  to  a  mortgage  in 
force.  Mortgages  cover  160,932  acres,  and  these  are  36.27  per  cent  of  the  taxed  acres  ;  1,068  lots  are  mortgaged,  or 
16.85  per  cent  of  the  taxed  lots.  The  average  incumbrance  on  each  mortgaged  acre  is  $10.68,  on  each  mortgaged 
lot  $177.  There  are  101  acres,  on  the  average,  incumbered  by  each  mortgage  on  acres,  and  2.36  lots  by  each 
mortgage  on  lots. 

Mercer  county. — The  existing  debt  of  $722,540  in  this  county  is  represented  by  1,237  mortgages,  an  average 
of  $50  to  each  of  the  14,581  persons  constituting  the  population  of  the  county,  and  1  mortgage  to  12  persons. 
The  115,460  acres  covered  by  mortgage  are  40.06  per  cent  of  the  taxed  acres,  and  the  240  mortgaged  lots  are  16.13 
per  cent  of  the  taxed  lots.  Each  mortgage  on  acres  incumbers  102  acres  on  the  average,  and  each  mortgage  on  lots 
incumbers  2.38  lots.     The  average  debt  to  each  incumbered  acre  is  $6,  to  each  incumbered  lot  $124.
